Miss 
Ellen Tree, though to us it appears 
she might sometimes make more of 
the great part intrusted to her, is yet 
ever great, and Anderson improves 
each evening in his highly finished 
delineation of the character of Huon. 
Madame Vestris too, cavials Kathe- 
rine gaily on, making her auditors 
wonder that powers so great should 
still be held by one who has gone 
through so many years of active 
service in the profession. Cooper 
we never saw to less advantage; in- 
deed so indifferently does he imper- 
sonate the aged Duke of Carinthia, 
that we could scarcely believe we 
were listening to a metropolitan ac-

The house was well and 
respectably filled; even the gallery 
company. appeared to be select.

Both the above named are new 
dramas, according to the dictum of 
our friend Yates—fact is rather at 
variance with the assertion, but that 
matters little. The first piece is a 
‘* hash” by Messrs,. Peake and Buck. 
stone, in which we have a touch of 
Professor Porson, a recollection of 
Pierce Egan and a faint ideal sketch 
of a drama, entitled ‘‘ The Devil’s 
Walk in London,” done some years 
ago at the Queen’s, pleasantly amal- 
gamated together. It is too long, 
but with a little careful cutting will 
probably help to amuse the town for 
some weeks tocome.

In this, the author endeavours to 
mark out the career of a victim, 
whose ideality too many poor girls 
may claim, even at this, the “ elev- 
enth hour” of civilization—to those 
worst of all wretches, procuresses, 
I observed many girls in the pit, two 
particularly, not more than sixteen 
years of age, whose tears seemed to 
bespeak the bitterness of the reproof 
they were listening to, in the wretch- 
edness of the fallen child and misery 
of the broken hearted father. Where 
there is shame, there is hope of a- 
mendment, is an oft told truism, 
upon the same reasoning I hoped that 
these two girls might, if even only 
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for a night, forego their loathsome 
calling. Between the pieces I left 
the theatre—when behold, the first 
thing which met my eye was these 
two frail ones, using all thesyrens’ 
art to overcome the objection of two 
lads, equally as young as themselves.

lieve in the capabilities of the stage 
being made a vehicle to improve, 
humanize, and consequently to ben- 
efit mankind, as I do in the divine

likewise go minus their “ just re- 
ward,” in short, all connected with 
this unfortunate speculation will have 
to deplore losses, in some cases un- 
usually severe. It has been stated 
that the immediate cause of the clo- 
sing of the theatre, was the landlord 
sending in a distress of rent, this 
is incorrect, inasmuch as though 
afterwards a distress for rent was 
certainly issued, the circumstance 
which originally determined the 
management not to open the doors, 
was the summary conduct of the gas 
company, by which the theatre was 
lighted, who having made an una- 





vailable demand for sundry arrears, 
proceeded, according to the exam- 
ple set by Mr. Lillyvick, and ‘ cut 
off the supplies.” Several gentle- 
men are already candidates for the 
managerial chair.

adapted to the music. 

Pauline Garcia.—Immediately after her 
marriage with M. Viardot this singer is to 
depart for Italy. Her intended has a mis- 
sion from the Minister of the Interior, 
connected with the fine arts. 

Behind the Scenes.—The attempt to ex- 
clude the fashionable loungers from behind 
the scenes of the opera has (says the Paris 
‘«¢ Siecle”) turned out a failure. They 
threatened to abandon the opera all to- 
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gether, after having hissed the pieces and 
the singers, if they were not admitted be- 
hind the scenes; and finding them so 
determined, the prefect of the police is 
said to have abstained from thus enfore- 
ing the new regulation. As regards the 
practising room of the dancers, the pre- 
fect has decided that, as it has been open 
in all periods to the ‘ corps diplomati- 
que,” the access to these gentlemen is to 
be permitted as formerly. 

Madame Sand’s new comedy, “ Cosi- 
ma,” was to have been produced on Tues- 
day, at the Theatre Francais. Theatri- 
cals in Paris are at a very low ebb. It is 
very doubtful whether the Renaissance 
will open. 

Ancient Concerts.—Prince Albert will 
direct the performance of the Ancient 
music on Wednesday, and Mr. Bishop 
will conduct it. Among the singers will 
be Grisi, Rubini, Tamburini, Lablache, 
Miss Birch, Miss Masson, Bennet, Hawk- 
ing, Harrison, Phillips, &. We arecu- 
rious to see what sort of a selection his 
royal highness will make; he is, we un- 
derstand, very well acquainted with the 
works of the classical masters. 

Musical Festivals—The Birmingham 
Festival will commence on the 22nd of 
September, and continue for four days. 
It is expected that the triennial meeting 
at Hereford will take place the week pre- 
viously; and that the York Festival will 
follow that of Birmingham; but we re- 
gret to hear that there is a doubt as to 
whether the Hereford Meeting will take 
place or not, owing to the want of ste- 
wards, who generally have the honour of 
making good all deficiencies, which very 
frequently are to the tune of six or seven 
hundred pounds. The clergymen of 
Herefordshire, who have supported these 
festivals for many years, complain that 
those of Shropshire do not come forward 
as they ought to do, for the widows and 
orphans of clergymen in that county de- 
rive the same advantages from the meet- 
ings as those of Hereford, Worcester, and 
Gloucestershire do. 

Concerts, &c, to Come.—-Monday morn- 
ing, rehearsal of the 4th Ancient Concert ; 
in the evening, the Philharmonic, also 
Mr. T. Philips’s lecture on music. Tues- 
day, an Opera. Wednesday morning, 
Ole Ball’s concert, also H. Dulcken’s, 
and the Ancient concert in the evening. 
Thursday, the 4th meeting of the Melo- 
dist’s club. Friday evening the Choral 
Fund concert. Saturday, an Opera. 
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Extraordinary Memory of Malibran.— 
Madame Malibran had a most extraordi- 
nary power of memory. I have known 
her study an opera in the morning, and 
play in it the same evening. She had 
only to try over the music once, and she 
knew it perfectly. Oneday when we were 
visiting Chevalier Nuekomm, Maria took 
up a mass of his composition which was 
lying on the table. She sung it through- 
out, and accompanied herself without 
making a single mistake, although it was 
in manuscript, and exceedingly difficult. 
I saw her in the space of half an hour 
learn the language of signs—that isto say, 
the mode by which deaf and dumb per- 
sons communicate. 

Madame Dulken has been appointed 
one of the professors of the pianoforte at 
the Royal Academy of Music. 

Madame Stockhausen and Miss Bild- 
stein are engaged to accompany Doehler, 
the celebrated pianist, to Edinburgh and 
Glasgow, where a series of concerts will 
be given; after which, the Swiss syren 
intends to take her leave of her English 
friends, and retire to her chateau among 
the mountains of the Tyrol. 

Mr. Moss’s performances on the chore- 
musicon at Mr. Ollivier’s in Bond-street 
‘continues to attract a great many persons 
of fashion daily, who are delighted with 
the variety produced from the instrument. 

The Melodists will have quite a grand 
day on the 30th instant; Lord Burghersh 
will take the chair, and the following em- 
inent artists have been invited :—M. Bene- 
dict, Mr. Hayward, Mr. Carte, and Sig- 
nor Puzzi, who will perform on the piano- 
forte, violin, flute, and horn. Signor F. 
Lablache, and a host of eminent vocal- 
ists, will be the harmonious gathering. 

Mr. J. B. Cramer intends to pay Lon- 
don a visit shortly, but not with a view 
of giving us “ more last notes,” notwith- 
standing many overtures have been on 
the “ thema.” 

The infant Sappho has been displaying 
her vocal powers at several private parties 
lately, who have been astonished by her 
precocious talent.

Mr. Hooper's excellent 
little party leaves us in about a fortnight 
for Leeds, and deserve even greater encou-
